month’s worth of clean up just days be-
fore in 2015. We are in the time of year
where these storms creep up and bring
some serious wind. These violent storms
seem to occur more regularly and there
is a need to help Pennsauken residents
understand how Public Works is allowed
to assist in clean-up efforts during and fol-
lowing a storm. In any event, if your prop-
erty sustains damage (house, car, shed,
etc.) as a result of a storm uprooting a

tree, regardless of who owns the tree,you
should contact your homeowner’s insur-
ance company and file a claim. During
each storm, we provide an unfortunate
education to residents who believe that
the downed-tree owner is responsible for
its clean-up and repair.

Here’s how the Pennsauken Depart-
ment of Public Works helps during this
time.

Yard Debris Collection On
Wednesdays

‘We ask that residents with only a fallen
branch or two to clean up utilize the nor-
mal yard debris collection. This helps our
staff focus on the large debris piles and
lets South Jersey Sanitation handle some
of the work during their contractual ob-
ligations. As a reminder, branches/twigs
that can be cut or snapped into smaller
pieces can be placed in a trash can (not
recycling bucket) for Wednesday collec-
tion. No need to bundle if you only have
asmall amount. Bundling may take more
time if you have a larger amount of de-
bris, but you can be sure that it will be
gone by Wednesday with this regularly
scheduled collection.

Dragging Downed Branches For
Curbside Pick Up
A majority of cases with minor storm

debris will leave downed trees/branches
that do not cause damage to properties
but leave behind a significant amount of
tree/brush debris that the average home-
owner cannot “bundle and tie” per our
Wednesday yard debris collection guide-
lines. In these instances, homeowners per-
forming this cleanup within a couple days
of the storm can drag the debris to the
curb and contact the Department of Pub-
lic Works office to be placed on the storm
clean-up list. Depending on the severity
and quantity of these calls, we will use the
following weeks to collect from the street.
This service will always occur after all
streets and Township properties are
cleared. We forgo some of our normal re-
sponsibilities to assign grass cutters to
help residents in these instances. My eco-
nomics classes call this an “opportunity
cost,” where we must give up one thing
to get another thing we previously did not
have. In this case, it’s a service we do not
perform daily and allocate manpower to
the greater need. Thank goodness these
storms only come a few times a year!

Here’s some scenarios that occur dur-
ing these times for future reference:

If a tree is blocking the roadway and
no power wires are down, Public Works
tree crews will clear the street. We are
typically notified by County Dispatch, re-
sulting from a call from residents after an

officer responds to the scene and reports
back. This occurs 24/7 and we will re-
spond to ensure the road is passable to
emergency responders. The only excep-
tion to this is for trees that fall on state
highways.

If a tree is blocking the roadway and
power wires are down or within 15 feet
of the tree, Public Works cannot safely cut
and remove the tree. Due to the extreme
electrical shock/electrocution hazard that
is potentially present, our staff is not per-
mitted to perform this work. In these in-
stances, the police notify PSE&G to
respond, along with their contracted and
trained tree crew to cut up the tree with
PSE&G staff on site to ensure electrical
safety. This can take time, sometimes

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The Pennsauken Sewerage Authority
is responsible for the operation and
maintenance of the sanitary sewage col-
lection system in our service area. The
sanitary sewage collection system is
made up of main lines, force mains and
pumping stations.

The homeowner owns and therefore
is responsible for the operation and
maintenance of the lateral line from
their dwelling up to and including the
connection to the main line.

The rules and regulations of the Penn-
sauken Sewerage Authority require a

back flow prevention device commonly
referred to as a “back check valve” be in-
stalled whenever plumbing fixtures are lo-
cated below street level, such as in the
basement. PSA strongly recommends all
our customers have a back check valve in-
stalled to prevent contamination in the
event of a main line stoppage.

The discharge of water collected in a
sump pit to the sanitary sewage collec-
tion system is prohibited.

Cooking grease poured down the
drain can cause a blockage of the lateral
line. Please dispose of grease properly.

One such collaboration is the Mer-
chantville-Pennsauken Water Commis-
sion, which serves approximately 50,000
customers throughout Pennsauken and
Merchantville, as well as sections of
Cherry Hill and Camden.

“The MPWC is an important shared
asset. It’s an incredible testament to the
hard work of people who live in our
communities,” said Brennan. “Almost
100 percent of the staff of the Mer-

chantville Pennsauken Water Commis-
sion are Merchantville and Pennsauken
residents. They care a lot about the water,
something that is really important for all
of us.”

Mayor Rafeh added that the impor-
tance of collaboration extended to the
business community.

“It’s so important that our local busi-
nesses, whether you're in Pennsauken,
Merchantville, or another one of our
neighboring communities, work with
one another.”

“Pennsauken has welcomed my rela-
tives, and their businesses, with open
arms.And as our businesses have grown,
so has our commitment to this wonderful
community,” continued Rafeh. “And
while we’ve had a lot of success, as hard
as you try, some business ventures just
don’t work out. So, I get it. I know the
challenges that businesses face and un-
derstand the hard work and dedication
you all put out in order to make things
work.”

The approach towards economic de-
velopment is dramatically different for
each community. Pennsauken’s size and
location has been a draw to large com-
panies, such as “Shark Tank” success
story Scrub Daddy; Top Pop Packaging,
valued at $18 million; and popular con-
sumer goods and food delivery service
Go Puff.

Merchantville’s focus is the
continued development of its extremely
walkable downtown area, which will
see $1 million worth of improvements,
thanks to a Department of Transporta-
tion grant. The Borough is also looking
to expand opportunities for both more
community events as well as outdoor
dining. But the common theme was that
economic growth and diverse, successful
businesses mean good things for the en-
tire community.

days, depending on the extent of outages
and PSE&G’s availability. It’s an un-
pleasant bit of news to have to deliver to
residents, but no life is worth endanger-
ing when the proper procedures can per-
form the work safely. Sometimes,
PSE&G will cut the tree, restore power,
and leave behind the tree debris. As this
sometimes occurs on nights or week-
ends, they usually do not inform us of the

debris left behind and residents get upset
with Public Works. We ask for affected
residents to notify our office and we will
respond appropriately.

If a tree has fallen on your property,
regardless of downed wires or not, Public
Works tree crews will not remove the
tree from your home. This is regardless
of where the tree originated from; you
would need to contact your insurance

carrier/tree contractor to remove the
tree. If you have someone cut up the tree
and get it to the curb, Pennsauken De-
partment of Public Works can make col-
lection of the debris at that point.

Spectacular Succulents In The Summertime

Happy summer! I hope you took ad-
vantage of some of the milder days we
had in June and caught up on some last-
minute gardening. [ wound up buying an
extra flat of vinca, which are well watered
and doing quite nicely in the front garden.

I have added something relatively new
to the “Rose gardens:” succulents. These
hardy plants do extremely well in the
summer, as they have thickened stems
and/or leaves that do a great job retaining
water in hot conditions. Cacti are succu-
lents, but they’re not the only one. Ice
plants/carpet weeds,echeveria, aloe plants,
shark tooth, donkey’s tail, and string of
hearts/pearls are other popular types.

While succulents are perfect for full
sun, if you're introducing newly pur-
chased plants, it’s best to get them accli-
mated. Pots should be placed in areas
where there is a mix of shade and sun for
a few days until you make the move. If
planting in the ground, it’s a good idea to
do so on a cloudy, overcast day, or even
at night, when temperatures are lower.
That being said, it can be dicey planting
anything new outside this time of year.

Watering succulents is different than
your other plants. You shouldn’t water
them too often. Check the top of the soil;
if it’s completely dry, give it a good soak,
then give the soil time to drain out/dry. A

good rule of thumb is to water them
every two weeks or so.

For your non-succulents, be sure to
water your flowers and other plantsin the
morning before full sun, and/or in the
evening, beginning at dusk. If you have
vegetables in your garden, they’re just
about ready to pick! Tomatoes will be
ready soon. If they start to redden, pick
them from the plants and put them by
your windowsill indoors to finish ripening.
Better that you enjoy them than the squir-
rels! Peppers, sweet corn, and eggplant
should also be ready sometime this month.

When watering or weeding in your
gardens, please be careful in the heat.
After all, you're not a succulent! Put on
sunscreen to protect your skin from get-
ting sunburn. Wearing a hat will help
your head and face. And make sure to
protect your neck too; getting sunburn
there is not fun! Also, remember to re-
hydrate while you are working or enjoy-
ing the outdoors.

After all your hard work in the gar-
den, be sure to grab a cool drink with
plenty of ice and sit outside on your lawn
or patio and take in all the beauty of what
you've planted!
